compensation law, the simplification 
of court proceedings, the creation of 
a board of parodons, amendment of 
the anti-trust law so that individuals 
can be punished, amendment of the 
primary election law, 
ratification of 
the amendment for election of Unit­ 
ed States senators by direct vote of 
the people, 
legislation 
to establish 
leasonable insurance rate* and more 
adequate provision for 
the removal 
of officials who fail to enforce 
the 
laws. 
On the subject of 
home 
rule for 
the big cities he 
is 
rather e v a s iv e . 
He admits that it is a vexing prob­ 
lem. He believes in the doctrine of 
local self-government,

Auerbach, the German novelist, also 
had a great appreciation of his own 
powers and work, and many stories 
are told of the obtrusive way in which 
he displayed his vanity. 
A German 
w riter says of 
him: 
“ Every 
year 
Auerbach visits three or four fashion­ 
able watering places, at each of which 
(lie following episode occurs at least 
thirty times. 
The novelist indulges in 
small talk with the little children of 
the natives, and invariably ends the 
conversation 
thus: 
‘K no west 
thou 
who has been talking with thee? 
Be­ 
hold Auerbach!
